SERVICES  for  the  BLIND  SECTION  (SBS) 

FY  1982  was  again  a year  of  unusual 
challenges  for  SBS,  such  as  major  funding 
uncertainties  and  delays  during  the  first  six 
months.  Despite  this,  SBS  served  more  than 
12,200  Arizonans  (up  400  over  FY  1981)  in- 
cluding 2,800  legally  blind,  8,700  visually  im- 
paired, and  900  print-handicapped  persons. 

Some  significant  benefits  have  accrued  from 
the  budget  problems.  We  have  had  to  plan  and 
evaluate  programs  more  assertively,  work 
more  effectively  with  other  DES  systems,  and 
express  more  effectively  our  position  and 
needs  within  State  government.  The  Depart- 
ment responded  by  providing  stronger  recogni- 
tion of  our  program’s  value,  plus  added  fiscal 
support  including  $204,000  in  additional  Title 
XX  funds  to  replace  other  shortfalls  and  ex- 
emption from  certain  budget  cutbacks.  Credit 
Is  also  due  the  SBS  Consumer  Advisory  Com- 
mittee and  the  DES  Advisory  Council  for  the 
Blind  and  Visually  Impaired  for  key  support. 

Also,  the  12  major  Arizona  organizations  of/for 
the  blind  have  initiated  a comprehensive 
Statewide  Needs  Assessment  Project  (SNAP) 
to  identify  unmet  needs,  prioritize  services, 
and  plan  cooperatively. 

This  year  the  State  Legislature  enacted  a law 
mandating  DES  services  for  deaf-blind  per- 
sons, to  be  implemented  by  SBS.  No  funds 
were  appropriated,  but  a Departmental  pro- 
gram has  been  planned  with  SBS  as  lead  agen- 
cy. 

A controversial  issue  was  whether  all 
employees  at  Arizona  Industries  for  the  Blind 
should  receive  minimum  wage,  regardless  of 
productivity.  After  extensive  negotiations,  a 
new  incentive  wage  plan  was  implemented, 


stil!  hased  on  productivity  but  emphasizing 

lmn9>  upgrading,  and  selective  competitive 
placement.
